Earth as Winter Protection. 


A covering of earth may often be 
usefully en ployed to proteet 
from severe changes of temperature 
during the winter Newly planted 
fruit trees should have a conical mound 

varth at the base, which may be a 
foot or a foot and a half high, and 
narrow that it will shed water readil) 
This answers several purposes. It is 
well known that the portion of the tree 
where the roots join the stem is es 
pecially sensitive, and a covering of 
Besides, it an- 
swers better than a stake to prevent 
disturbance of the tree by heavy winds. 
Another benefit is the protection it af 
fords arainst mice, often so injurious 
to your Half hardy and doubt 
fully ardy plants of all kinds 
are better protected by a slight 
covering of earth than by 
the old method of ‘‘strawing,”’ or sur 
rounding them with a thick covering of 


trees. 


straw, which often smothers them 
Grapevines in severe localities, and 
partially tenper kinds 
should be trained with a view to 
removing them from the _ trellis, 
and laying them flat upon the ground 
When they are pegged down as flat 
as may be the canes are 
with an inch or two of soil rhis 
method is the best for figs. and allows 
this fruit to be raised much farthe 
north than was formerly thought possi 
ble The trees are pre} d by grow

For it is trae, a8 Mr. Blaine 
says, that the State and county taxes 
“come upon the property with a 
crushing force, The houses, the farms, 
the factories, the stores, the shops, all 
feel it as a heavy burden.” Federal 
taxes, being indirect, we never feel. 
Nobody knows when he pays them, 
and in practice nobody cares. But 
the home of every workingman, the 
home and farm of eyery farmer, the 
factory or shop, or mill or mine In 
which every producer seeks a liveli- 
hood, all are burdened by the direct 
taxuatién of the States and counties, 
and thereby rendered less yaluable. 
The proposition of Mr. Blaine is to 
tax whiskey rather than homesteads, 
farms and shops, He proposes to 
make the taxes on liquor permanent, 
and to provide that the entire reve- 
nue from them shall be permanently 
distributed to the States and Terri- 
tories in proportion to population. | 
The reyenue thus obtained is now 
about $86,000,000. In the nature of 
things, it will grow with the growth | 
of the country. It costs less to collect 
than any other tax levied by the Uni- 
ted States or the States. But the ag- 
gregate of all State taxes is now only 
about $52,000,000, and the aggregate 
ofall State and county taxes only 
about $120,000,000, 

The table published with Mr. 
Blaine’s letter showed the amounts 
| which would go to each State and 
Territory, in a division according to 
the population in 1880, The census 
showed the amount of taxes by the | 
States in that year, and the revenue 
distributed to the States under Mr, 
Biaine’s plan would exceed the State 
taxation in avery State except Lou- 
isiana, Colorado, Nevada, Oregon and 
| California, In Louisiana and Colo- 
rado, moreover, the difference is so 
small that the people could and cer- 
tainly would cut down the expenses 
of their State government at once, 80 
as to abolish all State taxes. In the! 
three Pacific States, there would be 
some deficit, which, howeyer, could 
readily be made up by yery moderate 
taxes on corporations or in other | 
modes than by direct taxes on prop- | 
erty. Thus the plan would enable the | 
people to abolish State taxes at once | 
in all the States except three, and in 
those States also if they wish. 








But the surplus still remaining to | 
the States would in many cases le} 
quitelarge. Inspection of the census 
returns shows that it would be large 
enough to abolish all county taxes 
|} also in Alabama, Connecticut, Dela- 

ware, Mussachusetts, North Carolina, 
Pennsylyania, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, Tennessee and Vermont. 
Moreover, it would approximate so 
closely to the amount now raised by 
county taxation in six other States 
that the people, if they chose, could 
readily coyer county as well as State | 
expenditures with the proceeds of the 
liquor tax, These States are Arkan- 
sas, Florida, Kentucky, Michigan, 
Mississippi and Wisconsin. The dis- 
tribution of the surplus by the States 
among the counties would bea matter 
for the States to arrange, and, as the 
| county taxes are not always prepor- 
| tioned to population, would probably 
| involye some difficulty, but it is man- 

ifest that the people could abolish 
| county taxes altogether, if they chose, 
in sixteen of the States, 

In the other States there would re- 
main, after paying all the expenses | 
of the State governments, a surplus 
substantially as follows: Georgia, 
£523,000 ; Litinois, $2,090,000 ; Indiana, 
967,000; Lowa, $2,015,000; Kansas, 
$860,000 ; Maine, $73,500; Maryland, 
$773,000; Minnesota, $639,000; Mis | 
souri, $1669,000 ; Nebraska, $436,000, 
New Hauipshire, $210,000; New Jer 
sey, $697,000; New York, $1,012,000 ; 
Onio, $1,115,000; Texas, $596,000; 
Virginia, $727,500, and West Vir- 
zlnia, $400,000, These estimates are 
on the basis of taxation as it was in the 
year of census. With such sums in 
excess of amounts necessary for State 
| yoverpment, the States would be 
| pushed by public opinion every where 
to relieve land and property from all | 
direct taxation for State and county 
| purposes, to require the curtailment 
lofcounty expenditures, and to pro 
| vide the balance of revenue that may | 
| be needed after application of the sur-

A Turkish Tobaeego Farm.

host brings us a bow] containing some 
of his fresh tobacco cut by him to test 
the quality of the new crop. With 
pride he dwells upon its excellent per- 
fume and the connoisseurs who accom- 
pany me test it by the eve and the nose 
Gélere bringing it to the test.of the pal- 
ate. Itis declaved an excellent crop, 
to the evident delight of the worthy 
cultivator. We then descend to the 
court yard full of tobacco leaves drying 
in the sun. These leaves are plucked 
from the plant according to their class 
(for each stem contains five classes of 
leaves) before the heat of the midday 
sun, and, as plucked, the leaves from 
each plant are left in a little heap upon 
the ground under the shade of the 
plant. When the day's plucking is 
completed, the pluckers go round, and, 
gathering up all the little heaps, take 
them home, where they are placed leaf 
above leaf against the inner wall of a 
shed in a row of about nine inches 
high by about the same broad., Three 
days they so lie until the extra moisture 
on the lenves has, as it is described, 
got to the ground. Then a worker, 
most frequently a girl or boy, seated on 
the ground, passes the leaves one by 
one upon a needle fifteen inches long, 
three-edged, and threaded with a eord 
When the whole surface of the needle 
is covered he draws it through, and

Nutt trial took an unexpected turn 
to-day. The work of selecting a jury 
began at 9 o’clock, and it soon became 
|) evident that twelve men could not 
| be found in the panel of eighty who, | 
| under the ruling of Judge Willson, 
| were competent to serve. The jurors 
| had formed opinions which it would | 
require strong evidence to remoye, 
and were challenged for cause, The 
| challenging proceeded with great mo- 
| notony until the twenty-fourth juror | 
was reached, and he was sworn. 
; When the panel of eighty had_ been | 
|}exhausted only three were sworn. | 
The defence had made six or the

The defendant’s counsel then stated

The Red Light in the Sky. 


A remarkable observation was 
industri- 
ous astronomer of western New 
York, on Wednesday evening of last 
week. While searching with his tel- 
escope for comets, he saw what he 
describes as a shower of telescopic 
meteors ‘near the sun.’”? This, of 
course, Means that they were near 
the apparent place of the sun, in the 
sky, and not literally near that body, 
for the sun had already set at the 
time, and if what Prof. Brooks saw 
was really a meteor swarm, the me- 
teors must have been in the upper 
regions of our atmosphere. Suppss- 
ed flights of meteors seen through 
telescopes have occasionally -turned 
out to he flocks of birds, but an ob- 
server as careful and experienced as 
Prof, Brooks seems to be would not 
be likely to make sucha mistake as 
that. Assuming, then, that he really 
did see an extraordinary swarm of 
meteors, and remembering that me 





| tors large enough to be visible with- 


out telescopes, and some of great size 
and brillianey, have recently been 
unusually numerous, the suggestion 
that the red light seen in the sky for 
several evenings past long after sun- 
set may be caused by reflection from 
clouds of meteoric dust in the upper 
portion of the atmosphere is not un- 
natural. There are several reasons 
for thinking that the strange light is 
the result of some such cause as the 
presence of meteoric dust rather than 
of differences of density in the atmos- 
phere leading to extraordinary refrac- 
tion. In the first place, the phe- 
nomenon has not only been visible 
over an immence extent cf territo 
ry, but it has lasted seyeral days, 
and has been seen in the east be- 
fore sunrise as well as in the west 
after sunset, so that any obnorma, 
refraction in the atmosphere would 
have to be of almost incredible per. 
sistence in order to account for the 
observed appearances, Besides, dur- 
ing this time there have been consid. 
erable atmospheric changes, espec- 
ially in respect to temperature. These 
remarkable sunset displays have also 
been accompanied by a notable hazy 
appearance of the sky. 

It is well known that the earth is 
daily and nightly pelted with mil- 
lions of meteors, the vast majority of 
which are almost instantly consamed 
by the intense heat deyeloped as they 
dash into our atmosphere, The pro- 
ducts of the combustion of these me- 
teors filter slowly down through the 
air, and have been found in the shape 
of metallic dust on the snow fields in

The vast ma 
these meteors are yery 
small, those that are seen weighing 
on an average probably only a few 
grains; and since the telescope re 
veals millions which escape the nak- 
ed eye, it is reasonable to conclude 
that millions more are too small to 
be seen even with telescopes—mere 
meteoric dust. ‘There are historic in- 
stances of supposed falls of meteoric 
dust, the most remarkable, perhaps, 
being that of 1783, when Europe, part | 
of Asia, and part of North America 
were coyered for months with a dry 
fog, or haze, which excited the great- | 
estalarm. Prof. Brook’s suggestion 
that the earth has encountered acloud | 
of meteoric dust is not, therefore, 
without foundation in probability. 
If the recent blazing sunsets have 


|really resulted from such a cause, 
| they are likely to continue, in a mod- 


ified form, for some time, gradually 
disappearing as the dust sinke lower 
in theatmosphere. But, although so 
many reasons can be adyanced which | 
giye probability to the theory that | 
meteoric dust is concerned in the pro- 
duction of these strange sunset effects, 
yet it cannot be considered as proyed, 
and some better explanation may be 
offered. Whatever the true explana- 
tion may turn out to be, however, 
everybody seems to agree in the 
opinion that the red glare in the west 
during the last three or four weeks

gathered into bundles of five or six 
thousand eaech,and putin a furna ve and 
heated until become  sott-—-an- 
nealed being the technical name. The 
bundles ¢ en laid on cast iron ta- 
bles in whie wre are grooves to re- 
ceive the rings, and they are rolled and 
pressed until all the wires are straight. 
The rings are then taken off and the 
wires are delivered to the point grind- 
ers who take twenty or thirty of them 
between thumb and forefinger and give 
therk a rolling motion while holding 
them on the rapidly revolving grind- 
stones. They thus sharpen first one 
and then the other of the wires. From 
the point grinders the wires go to the 
middle grindars who grind out a little 
of the metat from the middle of the 
wires where the heads and eyes of the 
two needles are to be made. This is 
done so that when flattened and the im- 
pression made for the, eyes the metal 
will not be too thick. 

Ihe next operation is that of swedg- 
ing or making the impression for the 
eyes of the needles. This is done with 
a foot press carrying dies of the proper 
shane.

At each change of the canvas 
the needles are tumbled by placing 
them in large casks with heated saw 
dust and revolving the sks rapidly 
for a few moments.

Curiosities of the English Pension List. 


The pension list alone contains a 
mine of wealth, one of the most curious 
items ‘being the payment annually 
of £1,620 4s, (!) to the ‘heirs of the 
Earl of Kinnoull.’’ The story of this 
grant is as follows: In the year 1627 
Charles I. gave the Caribbee Islands, in 
the West Indies, to the Earlof Carlisle. 
At the death of Lord Carlisle's son the 
grant devolved to his cousin, the Earl 
of Kinnoull, from whom Charles IT. 
bought back the proprietary right which 
his father had granted to the ‘Earl of 
Carlisle, giving him in lieu thereof an 
annuity of £1,000, payable from the 
$} per cent. duties. levied on exports 
from the islands. It is now charged to 
the consolidated fund. But it has long 
since been assigned out of the family to 
which it was granted; and the so-called 
‘theirs’? to whom the money is now paid 
are persons who have bought the right 
to the annuity as one would buy ordi- 
nary railway shares. Another curiosity 
in this way is a sum of £62 9s, &d., 
which was granted to the Duke of 
Grafton by Charles IT. as compensation 
for the loss of office as clerk of the pipe. 
Chis is also in alien hands, a later Duke 
having been so ungracious as to sell so 
curious an annuity out of the family. 
Yet another State curiosity is the annu- 
ity which is known as the Duke of 
Schomberg's pension, and which 
amounts annually to £984. This money 
is paid to persons who are called the 
“heirs. of unredeemed fractions.”’ 
These ‘heirs’? are six persons, whose 
shares very from £350 to £50.—Cham-

How to get Eggs in Winter. 


The farmer who leaves his poultry | 
to roost in the apple tree at the cor- | 
ner of the barn, and to pick up their 
living at the pigs’ trough and in the} 
barnyard, may occasionally get an egg | 
in winter. But as a matter of fact | 
there is on most farms a great dearth 
of eggs from November to March. 
With a warm shelter and suitable 
feed, pullets that begin to lay in the | 
fall will continue to lay through the 
entire winter, It is mainly a ques 
tion of feed. The staple feed is In- 
dian corn, especially in the East, be- | 
cause it is most plentiful and the 
most convenient, It furnishes plenty 
of fat and keeps up the heat of the 
fowls, but is poor in albumen and the

Most farmers | 
have milk, and if this ean be added 
it will be all they need. Butcher’s | 
scrap-cake is good, and may safely be | 
kept in the poultry yard where the 
fowls can help themselves at pleasure.

Tin Can Poisoning. 

The roll of more or less serious 
casualties resulting from the use of 
canned-food products is added to week 
by week; and unmistakable symp. 
toms of metallic poisoning in many 
cases indicate a radieal eyil in this 
we! hod cf preserying goods, Careful 
analyses recently made in England 
revealed the presence of tin in solu- 
tion in canned pineapples to the 


| amount ofone and three-tenths grains 


per pound, and the metal was also 
found in apples, asparagus, pers, 
tomatoes, peaches, cherries, marma- 
lade, corned beef (five brands), Oox- 
tongue (three brands), tripe, oysters, 
lobster, salmon, shrimps, sardines (in 
rabbit, mutton, chicken, tur- 
key, soup and condensed milk (three 
trands.) The amount of tin in the 
milk was about one grain per pound. 
Later offiefal investigation has de- 
tected the presence of tin in solution 
in apricots, tomatoes, pineapples and 
to the extent of from one 
and nine-tenths to fourteen and three- 


cranberries, 


Probably 
a dose of two hundred grains of this 
tin solution would be required to 
cause the immediate death of an ayer- 
age adult, and to swallow this quan- 
tity one would have to eat at a meal 
about fourteen pounds of the most con- 
taminated goods mentioned above. 


| But the impossibility of such a per- 


formance makes the danger none less 


actual. Smaller doses frequently re- 


| peated may gradually undermine the 


constitution; or they may remain ap 
parently innocuous in the system un- 
able act with cumulative and 
deadly force. 

Che amount of metallic poison tak- 
en into solution depends upon the 
nature of the the length of 
time they haye been in the can, and, 
above all, the quality of the tin, The 
last condition is the one in which an 
evil can most effectually be suppres- 
sed by law. If all the tin plate used 
in can factories were submitted to 
careful official inspection, the cans 
might cost a trifle more than they do

Butuntil 
one or the other of these ends is at- 
tained, housekeepers may materially 
lessen the risks to life and health ine 
curred in the use of canned goods by 
observing two simple rules, The first 
is to discard as dangerous the con- 
tentsofany can if, on opening, the 
inner surface of the tin be found in 
any meusure corroded ; and the sec- 
ond, to remoye all the contents of the 
can immediately upon opening, plac- 
ing them in a glass or china dish if 
not needed at once for consumption. 
Chis is of great importance, since cor- 
rosioa of the :uetal and consequent 
contamination of the food quickly fole 
low their exposure to the air, and at 
the inquest of one of the latest vistims 
to tin poisoning the fact was brought 
} out that she had eaten the salmon 


after it had been standing in the open 
tin a day or two, while others, who 
had partaken of it immediately after 
opening, had experienced no un- 
pleasant consequences.—New York

Troublesome Land Titles. 

The Oakland correspondent of the 
Baltimore Day, writing under date | 
of January Lith, says: Inno part of 
Maryland are Jand titles in so unsat- 
isfactory and unsettled a condition as 
in Garrett county. An action of | 
ejectment in the courts to recoyer | 
real estate or settle the title to land 
is of very rare ovcurrence, and, in 
fact, almost anknown in any part of | 
Maryland east of Garrett and Alle-| 
gany counties, whilst here our court 
dockets are filled with cases of this 
character. Nearly all the litigation 
with reference to land titles in’ this 
county grow out of the lands award 
ed by the State to officers and sold- 
iers of the *Marylond Line” for their 
seryices in the war of the reyolution. 
These lands are ealled and known as! 
Military Jands lying westward of | 
Fort Cumberland.” 

In the year 1787 the General As- 
sembly of Maryland passed a resolu 
tion under which Francis Deakins 
surveyed and laid off, in the extreme | 
western portion of Maryland (which 
is now Garrett county) 4,165 lots, con- | 
taining 5) acres each. It was subse- 
| quently ascertained that 636 of these 
lots had been settle? upon and were 
being cultivated prior to the suryey 
made by Mr. Deakins. ‘These settlers 
were allowed to become the purchas- 
ers of the lots which they occupied 
upon making payment to the State 
| within a given time. Two thousand 
lfive hundred and of 
these lots were distributed among the 
soldiers and 848 among the officers of 
| the Maryland Line.”’ 

Prior to the surveying 
military lots many large 
land had been patented by 
to numerous persons, and 
conflicts constantly arising between 
those who claim under these grants 
and those who claim the military lots 
under the soldier titles. At the time 
these military lots were awarded us

trenches by a chance bullet fired into 
theairamileaway.

Prohibition in Kansas. 

On December 4, Mr. James A. 
Troutman, of Topeka, mailed a series 
of questions to every county attorney, 
county superintendent and police 
judge in Kansas, for the purpose of 
learning the results and present status 
of prohibition. In a letter to The 
Kansas City Journal Mr. Troutman 
says that replies from more than one- 
third of the six hundred officials who 
received these inquiries demonstrate 
three facts; that prohibition has ma- 
terially decreased the number of sa- 
joons; that an unusually large per- 
centage of the proseecutiors under the 
law have resulted in convictions ; and 
that the principle of prohibition is 
growing stronger. ‘It must be borne 
in mind,” writes Mr. Troutman, 
‘that these figures come from officers 
of the State, without reference to 
their views upon prohibition, and are 
not subject to the imputation of 
being the product of fanaticism. In 
our letters we stated that we wanted 
the facts, whether fayorable or unfav- 
Orable to prohibition. We 
the facts were given, and that 
figures presented are as authentic 
ean poMibly be obtained.”

The Oaktand Charter Amended, 

The meeting of citizens of Oakland 
Thursday evening of last week ad- 
journed, ufter a short session, (owing 
te the fact that the charter which had 
been sent to Annapolis had not been 
returned,) until Monday evening, 
when the proposed amendments were 
considered and adopted with some 
changes. The important amend- 
ments are as follows: Making the 
term of office of the Burgess for two 
years, and allowing him a salary of 
fifty dollars per year; making the 
Board of Commissioners to consist of 
six instead of four members, the first 
year three to be elected for two years 
and three for one year, and thereafter 
three to be elected each year to serye 
for two years, and allowing them fifty 
cents each for each regular meeting 
they attend; the Burgess and Com- 
missioners to be tree-holders ; persons 
yiolating the corporation ordinances 
to be taken before the Burgess or a 
magistrate, and all fines to be paid 
over to the treasurer of the corpora- 
tion; empowering the Burgess and 
Commissioners to open all streets and 
alleys on the ogiginal plat or addi-

Prehistoric Vestiges in Nicarague,

PANAMA, Jan, 25.—The Provenir 
of Manague, Nicarague, publishes tne 
following interesting archeological 
item: “Dr. Burl Flint came here 
from Rivas last week for the purpose 
of inspecting traces of human foot 
steps, which haye been discovered in 
“a quarry owned by Senor Areyes, at 
a depth of fifteen feet from the sur- 
face, Traces of these footsteps were 
first noticed in some stone which had 
been quarried and was being em- 
ployed in the erection of a house. 


The doctor calculates these prints to} 
be at least fifty thousand years old. | 


They are of seyeral sizes, as if made 
by men, women and children, who 
have thus Jett proof of their existence 


in prehistoric alluyial earth, since 
converted into rock, In other exca- 
vations in the neighborhood several 
pieces of earthenware pottery, stand- 
ing on three legs, painted in’ black, 
red and silver colors, and the draw 
ings on which are entirely Etruscan, 
have been obtained.

Truth is stranger than fiction, anda 
heroine of a type far more exalted 
than that imagined by the magazine 
writer has been found in the wife 
now unhappily the widow—of M. de 
Roepstoff, a gentleman of Danish ex- 
traction, 
anted Ciyil Service, lately the super- 
intendent in charge of the convict 
settlement of Camorta, the capital of 
the Nicobar Islands in the Bay of 
Bengal. There are two hundred na- 
tive desperadoes of the very worst 
type at Camorta, with only thirty 
soldiers of the Madras Native Infan-1 
try and a like number of police to 
guard them. A havildar or native 
officer of the contingent of soldiers 
had a grudge against M. de Reopstorff 
in consequence of a dubious accusa- 
tion which had been brought against 
him by a natiye watchman. The 
vindictive havildar lay in ambush for 
the superintendent, and as the unfor 
tunate gentleman was riding past the 
barracks the hayildar fired at him 
and shot him dead. The murderer 
at once blew out his own brains. 

The hapless Madame de Roepstorff, 
who had been riding a few yards be 
hind her husband, found herself a 
widow, three hundred miles by sea 
from any one to speak to, and with 
two hundred convicts virtually at 
large to deal with. 
the agonizing difficulty of her posi- 
tion, the native soldiery and the 
native police were on the worst of 
terms.

ing Bros. The following year he 
became sole proprietor and continued 
in the business up to the day of his 
death. He wasa prominent, useful 
| citizen, loved by all who knew him. 
| He was a member of the Lutheran 
Church, and for many years an effi- 
cient member of the Ev. Lutheran 
Church Council. He was a faithful, 





man and asa christian. For the last 
several years he was a great sufferer, 
at times, but he patiently and sub- 
missively bore all. 

In August, 1861, he married Miss 
Fannie Richardson, of Frederick City, 
Md., who, with eight children, sur- 
vives him, three of their children | 
having previously died, one at Fred- 
erick and the other two at Oakland, 
Md. ie wasa kind, affectionate hus- | 
band, a deyoted, indulget father.

The Morrison Bill. 


New York, March 11.—A special 
to the Tribune from Washington says: 
Ifa large number of influential Dem- 
ocrats did not believe that the electo- 
ral votes of New York, New Jersey, 
California and West Virginia are ab- 
solutely necessary to Democratic suc- 
cess, the Morrison bill would pass 
the House without much difficulty.

No doubt a great many persons in 
this section are very much disap- 
pointed at the failure of the Legisia- 
ture to pass the eight-hour law. Great 
efforts were made here by the Labor 
Unions to secure its passage, and the 
delegates from this county worked 
hard for it. It is noticed that Gar- 
rett’s representative, who voted upon 
thé big, recorded himself in fayor of 
it. T\k workingmen will not be like- 
ly to foget Dr. Speicher’s sympathy 
for them, 

It tates very little penetration to 
observe the struggle going on be- 
tween @pital and labor. There may 
be something behind it all that is not 
visible toan ordinary person. Our 
legislators may see something in it 
that we do not, and the capitaliste 
may or may not be realizing enurmous 
profits from their investments, but 
there is one thing quite easily observ. 
ed, and that is that the situation of 
ease, comfortand luxury enjoyed by 
the capitalist, is unknowh to the 
workingman, 


That this state of affairs is assum- 
ing larger proportions each year can 
hardly be denied. The rapid increase 
of laborers in this country may be one 
of the chief causes, and the question 
may perhaps ere long find a solution.

A boy by the name of Berner was 
recently tried in Cincinnati, for the | 
murder ofa man named Kirk. He 
had repeatedly acknowledged that 
he and a mulatto hostler of Kirk had 
attacked the latter and beaten him 
with a blacksmith’s hammer anda 
elub untilhedied. Notwithstanding 
the confession and proof furnished 
independently of it as to his guilt, 
the jury after 24 hours deliberation 
found him guilty of manslaughter. 
This aroused the people so that on 
the proposition to take Berner from 
jail, a mob was raised and a terrible 
riot resulted, 

The ostensible object of the mob 

yas to take Berner out of the jail and 
lynch him. An attack was made up- 
on the court house and jail, which 
were connected by a tunnel, but Ber- 
ner had been removed to Columbus, 
The court house was fired and the 
rioters refused to let the firemen haye 
access to the fire. The militia was 
called out, and fired somewhat wild- 
ly, but with some execution. The 
mob bombarded the jail, entered it 
and were destroying things gener- 
ally, when they were driven out by 
the military and police, The court 
house was totally destroyed, and the 
papers report between 100 and 200 
men wounded or killed. 

The indignation was very great 
against the Berner jury and Campbell 
the criminal lawyer employed for 
defense, and the latter who seems to | 
be all-powerful with the court, has 
been told that he cannot remain in 
Cincinnati. 

The riot broke out again 
day night, although during the day 
there were only slight disturbances, 
Late at night, the military got pos- 
session of the streets and cleared them 
of all persons whatever, 

It itis evident that the execution 
of justice in Cincinnati had become 
such u farce, that aspecies of indigna-

The irrigation of this yineyard is, 
perbaps, the most complete in the 
| world. At regular interyals through: 
the vineyard avenues are cut which 
are forty feet in width ; through these 
avenues are run irrigating ditches, 
with a driveway on each side. The 
bloeks thus formed by. the irrigating 
ditehes are about fifty yards wide, 
but extend a great length, and! con- 
taid about i100 acres each, In this 
way the system of irrigation is made 
complete, and all the land receives an 
equal proportion of water, Evyery 
two of these blocks are planted to @ 
different variety of grapes. The 
main ditches run east and west across: 
the field, and where the field is un- 
even intersecting ditches are made. 
In some cases it has been necessary 
to construct flumes to carry the wa- 
ter over the lower lands. A flume 
1,900 feet long has been built to carry 
water ovyerthe alfalfa fields. Besides 
the 10,000 acres planted in yines, the:

Few illustrations are needed to 
point the general application of Cin- 
cinnati’s lesson. To begin with Na- 
tional examples, the Guiteau trial, 
While it resulted in  conyiction, 
brought lasting reproach upon Amer- 
ican criminal law. The prisoner was 
allowed for nearly three months to 
act the mountebank beforea grinning 
audience and to insult counsel, wit- 
nesses and the bench itself; and the 
effect of his blasphemy, ribaldry and 
effrontery was intensified by the 
coarse harangues of his chief defender 
and by the levity and buffoonery of 
the audience, That trial was a most 
glaring illustration of the decadence 
of American criminal procedure, The 
Star Route proceedings, occupying 
six months for the second trial alone, 
afforded another startling example of 
the paralysis of judicial dignity. The 
first trial ended in an inexplicable 
judgment of the jury, which had to 
be set aside ; and the second trial re- 
sulted in what was generally regard- 
ed us a miscarriage of justice. 
Passing rapidly from National to 
State tribunals, we have only to men- 
tion such notorious failures in crimi- 
nal law as the acquittal of Dukes and 
Nutt in of Dunn in 
Chicago, and of Thompson in Ken- 
tucky, in order to illustrate the laxity 
in judicial procedure which is now 
prevailing. Instances might be mul- 
tiplied by the score. The dealings of

| State authorities with public outlaws 


in the West, the acquittal of Frank 
James, and many other scandalous 
compromises and alliances with crime 
enforce the same lesson. In too many 
communities, criminal law is neither 
respected nor feared. The inviolable 
sacredness of human life is a principle 
which is no longer generally recog- 
nized. Murderers are screened from 
punishment, their crimes are explain- 
ed away either as hereditary taints 
or as unavoidable accidents, and their 
appearance in courts of justice is the 
signal for pettifogging devices at the 
bar and the mock heroics of morbid 
sentimentalists. Bench, juries, courts 
of appeal and Legislatures are con- 
tributing, here a little and there very 
much, to confuse the public mind in 
revard to the criminality of murder, 
The equity of the day leaves the sixth 
command of the Decalogue open 
to individual option—often directly 
sanctions the taking of human life, 
sometimes even seeks to dignify and 
ennoble it. Cincinnati does not stand 
alone in the laxity of its criminal pro- 
cedure. Human life has been syste- 
matically cheapened throughvut the 
country. The majesty of the law and 
the terrors of judicial tribunals have 
fallen into decay.

The Queen 
was under an ornamented canopy, with 
the words **God is with us’’ on theawn- 
ing and with alarge, handsomely bound 
Bible on a table by her side. Her dress 
was white silk, brocaded with gold and 
her train crimson velvet with heavy gold 
embroidery, and she wore a large gold 
crown, Again the Prime Minister pro 
claimed her ‘‘Queen of Madagascar”’ 
and did homage on bended knees amidst 
the shouts of the people and the thun- 
der of cannon and the flourishing of 
thousands of shields and The 
Queen then made a short speech, pro 
nounced in @ fairly loud and audible 
voice. The two chief points in her 
speech were that she would *“‘mitsangan 
ko lehilehy literally, **stand up as g 
man’’—with her people to oppose any 
who might attempt to take even ahair’s 
breadth of the country, and that she de- 
sired the teaching in the schools and 
churches to go on vigorously. She quo 
ted the texts, ‘The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom,’ and *Right- 
Nation.’’ After a

WASHINGTON, April 13, — The

OUR WASHINGTON LEfTER. 


[From our Regular Correspondent, ] 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Apmil 15, 1884. 

The passage of the Blair educa- 
tional bill by theSenate, and its pos- 
sible adoption by the House without 
amendment, secures to those States 
that are entitled to its benefits one of 
the greatest boons that our national 
law-makers have ever conferred 
through the instrumentality of the 
public Treasury. Themeasure is one 
that will add immense strength to 
the Republican party in the South, 
while at the same time it has com- 
pelled support from that class of 
Southern Democrats who see in ita 
beneficent measure in which the 
whole of the beneficence is practically 
bestowed upon their owa constitu- 
ency. It transpires, however, that 
under that provision of the UII which 
prohibits the payment of any money 
to ‘tany State or Territory that shall 
not have proyided by law a system 
of free common schools for all of its 
children of school age, without dis- 
tinction of race or color either in the 
raising or distributing of school reve- 
nue or in the school facilities afford- 
ed,’’ quite a number of the States, 
notably Georgia, Maryland, Alaba- 
ma, Mississippi, Tennessee and Ar- 
kansas, will be deprived of any share 
of the general fund, unless they im- 
mediately go about the work of 
changing the statutes which have put 
the negro under practical educational 
ostracism in making race distinctions. 

The debate in the Senate on the 
naval appropriation bill has unearth- 
ed some things touching the contracts 
given out to John Roach for the con- 
struction of the four new steel cruis- 
ers, that the Democrats will not be 
slow totake advantage of. Thecharge 
that has been made that these vessels 
are not built in accordance with the 
contracts entered into by Roach, and 
the further charge that under a strict 
examination by the Naval Construce- 
tor the yessels are nothing but abso 
lute failures for the purpose for which 
they were designed have not been 
met, nor has attempt been made to 
refute them. The Republican party 
isa strong organization, and it has 
carried, as it doubtless will be yet 
able to carry, a vast amount of politi- 
cal incuvi that might as well be shift- 
ed to some other quarter. What the 
relations of John Roach and Seere- 
tary Chandler have been, and doubt- 
less still are, have been long and well 
known to reading pecple, and the 
efforts of Senators Frye and Hale to 
sustain the propriety of these rela- 
tions by praising Mr. Chandler and 
eulogizing John Roach, had better 
take some other direction. The avid- 
ity with which these two Senators 
fly to the breach at any mention of 
the name of John Roach coupled with 
that of Mr. Chandler, has a decided 
tendency to create suspicion that all 
is notright with the Navy Depart 
ment, The Republican party has 
some things that it must unload, and 
this John Roach and Chandler busi- 
ness is one of them. 

A proposition to appropriate mon- 
ey to build one of the many public 
buildings called for by the appro- 
priation bill, gave Mr. Randall an 
opportunity to tell the House the 
other day about the consistent record 
of the Democratic party upon this 
matter of appropriations, as upon all 
other national questions, Well, let 
us just see in what this consistency 
consists, In 1882, when Jackson was 
u*Presidential candidate for the see- 
ond term, the Democratic party de- 
clared for internal improvements un- 


general Government. In 1840, how 

ever, when Martin Van Buren wast 

candidate, and when he was so effec 

tually snowed under by the Harrison | 
log-cabin campaign, the party solem- 
ly resolved that the Contitution does 
not confer upon the general Goyern- 
ernment the power to commence and 
carry on a general system of internal 
improvements. It has only been con- 
sistent in adhering to this last propo- 
sition, and it has inflexibly opposed 
all sorts of improvements—including 
that of improving itself. In 1848 it 
approved the Mexican war because 
it was a war toexterd the institution 
ofslavery and spread its benign in- 
fluences over a continent in extent, 
but in 1864 it declared that war a fail- 
ure that had for its objeet the preser- 
yation of the Union, and the only 
consistent thing about this is this re- 
iteration in their action upon every 
measure of public interest. In i876 
they said that ‘treform is necessary,”’ 
bot they have since persistently 
fought every attempt that the Re 
publicans have made toward inaugu- 
raling reforms. In 1886they demand- 
ed ‘ta free ballot and a fair count,”’ 
and they consistently follow up the 
demand down South by shooting 
down the colored man who dares pro- 
claim himself a Republican and at- 
tempts to vote a Republican ticket. 
The consistency will be doubtless fol 
lowed up by this fossilized party in 
taking up thé noblest fossil of them 
all—Samuel J, Tilden—and again 
running him for President upon a re- 
form hurrah,

Ep. REPUBLICAN :—Here are four 
or five weeks gone bye with Eikins 
unrepresented in your columns, and 
all the people hungry for news. How 
singularthata country 89 aliye should 
make so little fuss about it. 

This is a new exemplification of an 
old condition of things noticed in my 
first letter. I said we were a modest 
people and now here are two prolific 
pens literally slopping over with 
news and both waiting several weeks» 
letting an unlimited quantity of 
news, rich, rare, and racy, go to waste 
for want of a chronicler, and all on 
account of inexcusable modesty. 
Well, as my literary friend who lives 
in the “city’’ is good on a hot track, 
and as I am just as much at home on 
a cold trail, I propose that we devide 
the labor, letting him work up the 
current news while I browse round 
in the ‘Auld Lang Syne.” 

He lives in Elkins, a fact of which 
heis especially proud, while I am 
equally satisfied to be a safe distance 
away, sort o’ out of range, you know. 
He says Elkins is all right if it were 
not for so many “*Ramblers” coming 
in, which is rather tough on gentle- 
men of my nomadic habits, but we 
will not ask for a bill of particulars, 
neither will he furnish one. 

It was my purpose at the com- 
mencement to say something of the 
natural resources of the seetion of our 
county lying on the South East side 
of the Backbone Mountain, but my 
thoughts, in imitation of my own 
bad example, have lingered so long 
at Elkins, that there is little time ior 
anything else. 

The section referred to extends 
from Bloomington to Fairfax Stone, 
embracing an area oyer forty miles 
long by four miles in breadth, and 
coyers one-fourth of the territory of 
Gorrett county, and is unexcelled in 
natural resources. Owing to its re- 
moteness from lines of transporta- 
tion it has remained an undeveloped 
field, and its immense natural wealth 
is just now coming into notice. 

This entire belt of territory is un 
derlaid with all the seams of coal be- 
low the “Big,” or 14 foot yein, ex- 
cept where cut out by the water 
courses, with the exception ofa few 
isolated spots of big yein too small to 
be of any consequence, The soil is 
rich, if of a somewhat rough and 
broken surface, and nine-tenths of it 
is covered with the original forest. 

All the fruits of the climatedo well, 
including peaches in the lower half 
of the slope, while apples and other 
fruits do well everywhere. It is the 
home of the wild grape, and could be 
turned to good account in the produc- 
tion of fruit and grapes. 

Corn and all sorts of grain does 
well, as this southeastern slope is 
comparatively free from frost, espec- 
ially the lower half. 

The grasses thrive and do not run 
out, and this ertire section is eepec- 
ially adapted to grazing and dairy- 
ing, and almost the whole of it can 
be utilized in this way. Cold springs 
of running water abound and no 
more healthful country can any- 
where be found. 

From Ryans Glades downwards it 
is heavily timbered with white oak, 
red oak, Rock oak, chestnut, hard 
and soft maples, hickory, ash, pop- 
lar, walnut, and butternut; while 
the upper or south western part, in 
addition to the above enumerated 
sorts of timber in greater or less quan- 
tities, except walnut, has large quan-

are held in large surveys, which have 
prevented their being settled up, but 
has not prevented the destrution of a 
great deal of valuable timber, as the 
custom of burning the woods for range 
has been entirely to prevalent. 

Heretofore the problem has been 
timber. Timber was not regarded as 
a thing of value, but as an incum- 
brance to be gotten rid of in the 
sheapest and most expeditious man- 
ner, But now the new railroad runs 
along the border of the entire length 
of this neglected strip of our county, 
giving a ready outlet to all sawlogs 
and lumber, or other products the 
people may have to dispose of. 

In my next I will notice the prep- 
arations making to take advantage of 
the new condition of things.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The bill

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER.

WASHINGTON, D.C.,, April 21, 1884 

It appears that we are to have an- 
other general bankruptcy act, with 
all the shameful features of that 
which was meade the instrument of 
so much barefaced fraud on the part 


of the debtor class, oppression on the | 


part of the creditor, and legal robbery 
on the part of the officials who exe- 
cuted it. Under the old act, for the 
repeal of which the whole country 
clamored most vociferously, there 
was not a register nor a marshal nor 
an assignee nor other Officers of the 
court in which bankruptcy proceed- 
ings took place, who did not make 
fortunes out of the fees, constructive 
and otherwise, that this infamous law 
authorized them to exact from insol- 
vent estates. The property of the 
debtor was in seven cases out of ten 
virtually absorbed by these officials, 
and the instances in which the credi- 
tors receiyed any dividends from the 
estates of insolvents were only those 
of the greatest magnitude. Ihavein 
mind the cases of two assignees who 
were selected in all bankruptcy cases 
in Chicago, whose actual earnings for 
seyeral years amounted to more than 
$1,000,0000 each per year, while Hib- 
bard, the register, acquired property 
of over $350,000 in the very few years 
that he performed the duties of his 
office. The whole proceedings in these 
bankruptcy cases were conducted un- 
der a system of favoritism, of espion- 
age, and in too many instances in the 
interest solely of these official piun 

derers. What was true of Chicago 
was likewise true of St. Louis and 
other large cities, in which the law 
was made a tremendous engine of op- 
pression and injustice. Itis amazing 
that after the experience that we 
have had under that outrageous law, 
Congress should so soon consider the 
circumstances of the country condi- 
tioned for a repetition of it.

The April returns of the Depart” 
ment of Agriculture make the win- 
ter wheat about 27,000,000 acres. 
This is nearly the breadth sown of 
the previous crop, of which between 
5and 6 per cent, was subsequently 
poughed up, leaving 26,400,000 acres 
to be haryested. Comparing with the 
area harvested the present breadth 
is an increase of 5 percent. The pres- 
ent area is greater than that of the 
census year by more than 2,000,000 
acres. ‘The increase is about 1,500,000 
acres on the Pacific coast and nearly 
750,000 acres in the Southern States. 
There is a small increase in the Mid- 
dle States and a slight decrease in the 
Ohio basin, 

The condition of wheat averages 
95-100, representing a full stand— 
unimpaired yitality and medium 
growth. In April, 1883, the average 
was 80, and 85 in April, 1881. The 
April average of the large crop of 
1882 was 104. The state averages are 
as follows: Connecticut 100, New 
York 97, New Jersey 95, Pennsylya- 
nia 99, Delaware 96, Maryland 102, 
Virginia 101, North Carolina 102: 
South Carolina 97, Georgia 91, Ala- 
bama 88, Mississippi 92, Texas 101, 
Arkansas 81, Tennessee 98, West Vir- 
ginia 100, Kentucky 98, Ohio 88, 
Michigan 94, Indiana 92, Llinois 82, 
Missouri 91, Kansas 101, California 
101, Oregon 102.

Our Boys, 
There is one element in the home 
instruction of boys to which too little 
attention has been given; and that is 


| the cultivation of habits of punctual- 


ity, system, order and responsibility. 

In many households boys’ lives be- 
tween the ages of twelve and seven- 
teen aye generally the calmest of their 
existence, Up in the morning just 
in season for breakfast ; nothing to do 
but to start off early enough not to be 
late, looking wpon an errand as tak- 
ing 80 much time and memory away 
from enjoyment; little thought of 
personal appearance except when re- 
minded by mother to “spruce up” a 
little; finding his wardrobe always 
where mother puts it; in fact having 
nothing todo but enjoy himself, Thus 
his life goes on until school end. At 
this point he, perhaps, meets with his 
first great struggle. Many times dur- 
ing our business experience have we 
witnessed failures caused by the ab- 
sence of thorough home discipline, 
How the boy without this advantage 
fails is thus fuirly described by the 
Scientific American: 

He goes into an office where every- 
thing is system, order, precision, He 
is expected to keep things neat and 
orderly, sometimes kindle fires, or do 
errands,—in short, to become a part 
ofa nicely regulated machine, where 
everything moyes in systematic 
grooves, and each one is responsible 
for correctness in his department, and 
where, in place of ministers to his 
comfort, he finds taskmasters, more 
or less lenient to be sure, and every- 
thing in marked contrast to his pre- 
vious life. In many instances the 
change is too great. Errors become 
yery numerous ; blunders, oyerlook- 
ed at first, get to be a matter of seri- 
ous moment; then patience is over- 
tasked, and the boy is told his 
services are no longer needed. This 
is the first blow, and sometimes he 
never rallies from it, Then comes 
the surprise to the parents, who too 
often never know the real cause, nor 
where they have failed in the raising 
of their children. 

What is wanted, is for eyery boy 
to have something special to do; to 
have some duty at a definite hour, 
and to learn to watch for that time to 
come, to be answerable for a certain 
portion of the routine of the house- 
hold; to be trained to anticipate the 
time when he may enter the ranks of 
business, and to be fortified with 
habits of energy, accuracy, and ap- 
plication, often of more importance 
than superticial book learning.—£x- 
change.

National 
pride would not permit her to give it 
up otherwise, Even should there be 
a revolution in Spain which would | 
result in the overthrow of the pres- 
ent government and the substitution 
of the most radical system of goyern- 
ment in its stead—even should Spain | 
become a republic, it would not, he 
ought, consent to give up Cuba,”’ 
He suid he had received advices from | 
Madrid to-day in reference to yarious ! 
matters, among others to Cuban af- 
fairs, but nothing indicating any 
such intention on the part of the} 
Spanish government as that with | 
which this report credited it. } 

Senor Romero, the Mexican minis: | 
ter, thought, national pride would | 
not permit Spain to sell Cuba, and | 
he had no intimation from his gov- 
ernment that they wanted to buy it.

PUBLIC LOCAL LAW. 


CHAPTER 180. 


AN ACT to enable the qualified 
voters of Garrett county to deter- 
mine by ballot whether Intoxicat- 
ing Liquors or Alcoholic Bitters 
shall be sold therein.

With regard to the iring of thes 
fish, & is well asserted by Mr. ‘Town- 
‘of all the mercantile fish 
herring is the most delicate and tender, 
and is therefore the

out of the water. Herring ought to be 
scaled, washed and in pickle as soon as 
possible after *y are out of the wa- 
ter; not a moment ought to be lost that 
can be avoided. The flesh 
delicate and tender, not 
quickly by exposure, but 
liable to take the salt. On the other 
hand, if the he ng get into pickle in a 
clean state before they have been any 
time exposed they take the salt qi 
and therefore preserve much better the 
natural quality and taste of the fish.” 
On the Labrador coast the herring are 
generally simply packed in brine in 
barrels and sent at once to the Quebec 
marke 
In Mr. Perley’s ‘Report of the Fish- 
I in the Bay of Fundy,’ the man 
ner of curing he 
The fish are scaled by being, washed in 
bushel baskets with a squa‘’e bottom, 
open like a coarse sieve, the man stand 
ing in the water up to his knees. The 
best tish have very few scales, and only 
half a bushel of them are taken in the 
basket at once; they are then salted in 
large tubs, the salt being stirred through 
them by hand; quantity used is half a 
bushel of salt to two barrels and a half 
of tish, which are a tub full. They lie 
in salt twenty-four hours and are then 
washed in fresh water to prevent their 
becoming ‘‘sait-burnt,”* after which they 
are strung on rods, with their heads all 
one way, and then hung up in the 
smoke-house. In Clements the smoke 
houses are usually thirty feet square, 
with fourteen feet posts and a high roof; 
no fish hang nearer the fire than seven 
feet, but the most careful curers do not 
hang them nearerthan eight feet. Rock 
maple is used in smoking; when it can 
not be procured ash is used, being con- 
sidered next best The process of 
smoking usually occupies eight weeks, 
and it requires the whole time of one 
person to watch the fire and attend to 
the smoking, in which much judgment 
and great care are required, Thesmoke 
is usually made up at nightfall, unless 
the weather is warm and wet, during 
which time no fires are made. In fine 
weather the smoke-houses are thrown 
open during the day to cool, and the 
greatest care is taken at all times to 
ke ep down heat, and to render the 
smoke-house as cool as possible, by nu- 
merous windows and openings. After 
smoked the fish are packed in 
boxes of the established size; these are 
eighteen inches long, ten inches wide 
and eight inches deep, measured on the
